Th«' Vibrator)’ I’rlncl,»!«* Ipjillcit to ttkft 
ll.-ml by an itM trlra l II* Imrl. 
Among all the methods more or 
odd in up{>earam*e applied to tho trout* 
mcut of nervous diseaee«. there arc few 
more original than the one that ha« been 
employed for some time at tin* ShIj**- 
triere by Profenaor Charcot. 
It 1» the 
treatment by mechanical vibrations. 
There is a serious disease of the nerv­ 
ous system, characterised by an inces­ 
sant trembbng of the hands, a stooping 
attitude and an odd gait, tlv.it make» it 
seem as if the invalid was going to pre­ 
cipitate himself head foremost. 
It is 
the trembling palsy, also called Parkin 
son’s disease, a sort of painful nervous 
disorder that deprives the unfortunati 
who is afflicted with it of rest and sleep. 
Mr. Charcot a long time ago leafned 
from some invalids who were troubled 
with this infirm ity that they derived de­ 
cided relief from long rides on a railroad 
or in a carriage. 
The more the vibra­ 
tions caused in the compartments by the 
train running at full speed, and the more 
the carriage was jolted over an uneven 
pavement, the more the relief e\[>eri- 
enced. 
A t the end of a day’s journey 
they felt better and experienced an inex­ 
pressible comfort. 
One of them con­ 
ceived 
the 
idea of 
having 
himself 
wheeled about for hours in one of those 
heavy carta used for carrying paving 
stones. 
Contrary to the experience of 
all traveler», those afflicted with trem­ 
bling palsy felt fresher and more active 
on alighting from the cars. 
The longer 
the trip lasted, and the worse the line, 
the more durable was their improvement. 
Such testimony, coming from various 
sources, was i^ot lost. 
It was for Mr. 
Charcot the starting ]>oint of a most 
curious ticTupcutical application. 
Mr. 
Charcot had an arm chair constructed, 
to which a to and fro motion was given 
by means of an electrical windlass. 
Long before the invention of the vibrat­ 
ing arm chair Dr. Vigouroux conceived 
tin* idea of submitting hysterical patient« 
to the vibration of a huge tuning fork. 
In this way he cored anaesthesias and 
muscular stiff joints. Uthcr physician»— 
Boudet, of Paris, and Mortimer, of 
G ranville, applied vibrating rods to the 
treatment of neuralgias (facial neuralgia 
in particular) and headaches. G ranville 
devised a small electric hammer, anal­ 
ogous to the hammer of electric 1**1 Is, 
and that was applied to the painful 
jHiint. Under the influence of the shock, 
repeated hundreds of times w ithin a 
short period, the pain ceased. 
The method was some time ago singu­ 
larly improve«! by Dr. G illis do la Tour* 
ette, a pupil of Mr. Charcot. 
Ho had an 
apparatus constructed for the treatment 
of megrims and nervous headaches; it 
was the vibrating helmet. 
Imagine a 
helmet of the model of that of old tifnes, 
and very analogous, as to structure, to 
the conformator of hatters. 
It is in 
fact formed of steel plates that permit 
of its fitting the head perfectly. 
Upon 
this helmet, in lieu of crest, there is a 
small alternating current motor of Jte­ 
en liar construction that makes about 
(lot) revolutions per minute. 
At ««very 
revolution a uniform vibration is propa­ 
gated to the metallic plates,and is trans­ 
mitted to the cranium that t hey embrace. 
The cranial walls thus vibrate in th«.*ir 
ensemble, and the vibrations are natur­ 
ally transmitted to th«* entire cerebral 
apparatus. 
The sensation is not dis- 
agreeable. 
The numlier and intensity 
of the vibrations, moreover, may lie 
varied according to th«* tolerance of the 
subject. 
In a few minutes a sort of gen­ 
eral lassitude is «xl>erienced, with a 
tendency to sleep. 
The vibrating helmet has already been 
applied i«> a large number of neuras­ 
thenic invalids, the m ajority of wliom 
have experienced good results from it. 
The process succeeds also against li**mi- 
crania, and a« this is quite a common 
affection, for which no surely efficacious 
remedy is known, the helmet w ill in a 
short time b<* seen to come into vogue.— 
Nature. 


The Vegetation of Mar*. 
Th«« red glow of the planet Mars has 
puzzled everybody but a French astron­ 
omer, who gives it as his opinion that 
the vegetation of that far away world is 
crimson instead of green.
